Grand Assualt Upon Japan 
May Dwarf Even Normandy's 
4,000-Ship Invasion Armada 


§y DeWITT MacKENZIE 
AP Porelgn Affairs Writer 
The greatest amphibious invasion 
the world has seen has D-day for 
Normandy, when the Allied arma- 
da of 4,000 ships swept across the 
English channel against the French 
coast under a canopy of air power. 
That 
represented 
the 
utmost 
which man had even envisaged in 
the way of such an operation. Yet 
%ve-now are headed for another D- 
day — perhaps still months away 
— which may exceed anything we 
saw in Normandy, and that's the 
invasion of Japan. 


Of course any effort to forecast 
what will happen when we make 
the grand assault on Nippon would 
be pure speculation — and this is 
no forecast. As a matter of fact 
We aren't sure at this time that 
we shall have to land troops at all. 
It's humanly possible that the Jap 
war-lords will succumb to bombing 
and surrender. However, we must 
plan on invasion. 
The .United States Army Medical 
Department had made 
colossal 
preparations to handle the wound- 
ed when our men invaded France. 
Quite apairt from the host of corps- 
men and equipment to be landed, 
we had waiting in England 8,000 
doctors, more than 10,000 nurses, 
1,600 dentists, and 
over 100,000 
medical and surgical technicians 
So on without end. 
age were 800,000 pints of 
blood 
pasma; 600,000 doses of penicillin; 
2,000,000 surgical instruments —and 
son on without end. 
But we didn't have to use all 
this, heaven be praised. Our cas- 
ualties were far .less than had been 
expected and less than one per cent 
of pur wounded who reached medi- 
cal stations died. 


One doubts whether fortune will 
allow the Allies another victory of 
such magnitude at such compara- 
tively small cost. Certainly unless 
the Mikado's home islands are ab- 
solutely numb from bombing when 
we are ready to invade, we must 
expect hard going. One of the most 
important points for us to consider 
is that "the Japanese may have a 
formidable air fleet ready for de- 
fense of the homeland. 
Rear Admiral D. C. Ramsey, new 
chief of staff of the U. S. Fifth 
Fleet in the Pacific, said yesterday 
that Japan might have 9,000 war- 
planes which she is conserving for 
defense 
against 
invasion. 
He 
thought she probably could throw 
about 4,000 into the battle- 'over 
Japan. 


Coincidently, as 
our 
bombing 
raids increased over Japan, Lt. 
Gen. Saburo Endo, director of the 
air arms board in the Tokyo mu- 
nitions ministry, declared that Nip 
pon must secure air 
supremacy 
over the Allies to win the war. 
He demanded priority for aircraft 
production. 
However, atr power isn't the only 
item of importance. The serrated 
coast-line of Japan undoubtedly is 
choked .with .mines. The 
beaches 
will be mined. Tokyo recently has 
been boasting of new coastal de- 
fenses — and we'should be foolish 
to ^discount such claims. 
All in all, unless Japan surren- 
ders or is impotent from bombing, 
D-day bids fair to be tough. We 
shall succeed, but it may be costly.
